The 28-year-old Missourian, who won 22 games to lead the 
Udbirds into the World Series, received 13 of the committee’s 24 
irst place votes and 263 out of a possible 336 points in the ballot- 
ng as well as being the only player whose name appeared on 
very ballot. 
This gave him a big margin over his teammate, Enos (Country) 


Slaughter, the Cards’ slugging 
rightfielder, 
who 
edged 
out 
Manager Mel Ott of the New York Giants for second honors, 201) 
points to 19 0 and six first place votes to four. 
The only other player to gain even one first place nod was 
Martin (Slats) Marion, the longated shortstop of the Cardinals, 
who rated enough recognition to finish seventh in the selections. 
Cooper was beaten only seven times and his 22 victories were 
more than any other pitcher in either major league produced. He 
pitched a complete game in every contest that he won and led the 
majors in shutouts with ten, the most a National League hurl» r 
has achieved since 19 33.

Men Serving Abroad Find Odd Skin Diseases

health of our new army, not only 
the military, b ut also the indus­ 
trial workers. Lt. Col. Lehmann 
calls on dermatologists to b e good 
soldiers, and while deploring the 
general state of health found in so 
many of our young citizens makes 
a remark that I think is worth 
quoting just now: "We must first 
i># concerned with removing hell 
from earth b efore trying to b uild 
a utopia on it,” 
The Army physicians do not 
have to deal with the chronic or 
fix ed skin conditions b ecause these 
are culled out in the preliminary 
ex amination. But they have plenty 
of acute skin troub les to deal 
with. In World War I there were 
1.848,900 days lost from active 
service on account of skin affec­ 
tions. and this war will hardly 
see any marked reduction. 


Infections 
ln some forms of acute derma­ 
titis the present army medical 
department is on the alert for pre­ 
vention. It is hoped that modern 
treatment will reduce the 97,000 
days lost from trench feet— ring 
worm—during the last w'ar. 
A 
particularly 
troub lesome 
form of skin disab ility is from 
plain pus infection of the skin. 
This is natural b ecause in field 
maneuvers the fingers and finger- 
r.ail b eds are likely to b ecome in­ 
fected with small ab scesses which 
are transferred to the other parts 
of the skin b y contact and b y 
scratching. So medical officers are 
particularly alert to treat these 
apparently trivial infections in 
their incipiency.

And no wonder, if you consider the 
enterprise of the female itch m- 
ect. Bux ton, of the British Army,
